ELLISON,  whose  likeness  is  shown  bere¬ 
ft  with,  lives  on  the  fifty-acre  poultry  farm 
owned  by  this  company  and  Is  in  full 
charge  of  the  work  done  there — of  the  custody  and 
mating  of  fowls,  the  hatching  and  raising  of  all  chicks, 
the  handling  of  poultry  and  egg  correspondence,  the 
making  of  prices,  the  selection  of  stock  with  which  to 
fill  all  orders,  and  has  personal  supervision  of  every 
shipment. 

The  company  maintains  a  well -equipped  business 
office  at  the  farm,  connected  with  the  manager’s  resi¬ 
dence,  where  stenographers  and  record-keepers  are 
employed.  As  a  result  of  this  arrangement,  Mr. 
Ellison  Is  able  to  answer  promptly  all  letters  that  relate 
to  farm  products,  is  In  a  position  to  describe  and  quote 
prices  on  special  fowls  and  then  reserve  the  particular 
birds  until  the  persons  to  whom  the  prices  have  been 
named  can  reply  by  letter  or  telegram,  stating  whether 
or  not  the  fowls  are  wanted. 

Among  the  features  on  this  eighty-five-thousand- 
dollar,  all-purpose  poultry  farm  is  a  "cockerel  house” 
containing  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  separate  com¬ 
partments,  each  with  a  capacity  of  one  to  five  fowls. 
This  house,  for  example,  makes  it  possible  for  Mr. 
Ellison  to  carry  into  the  winter  a  large  number  of 
select  males  of  the  different  breeds  and  varieties  and 
to  keep  them  in  good  shape  for  shipment  any  time 
during  the  winter  or  early  spring.  Meanwhile  hun¬ 
dreds  of  choice  pullets  and  hens  are  carried  in  “flock 
matings,”  their  eggs  being  sold  each  season  at  attract¬ 
ive  prices  in  100  and  1,000  lots,  awaiting  the  receipt 
of  orders  for  breeding  stock,  at  which  time  well- 
developed  layers  are  selected  by  leg-band  numbers 
from  these  flock  matings  to  go  with  suitable  males. 

The  Egg  Room  on  Cyphers  Company  Poultry 
Farm  Is  another  feature,  as  regards  method  and 
accuracy*  At  a  safe  place  on  the  wall  of  the  breeding 
pens  are  "egg  charts”  bearing  the  leg-band  number 
of  every  inmate.  All  eggs  in  special-mating  pens  are 
"trapped”  by  the  use  of  nests  of  our  own  pattern  and 
t  he  necessary  care  is  taken  to  make  sure  of  the  identity 
of  every  egg,  from  the  closed  nest  to  the  shipping  box 
or  basket.  Mr,  Ellison  looks  after  this  part  of  the 
work  in  person  and  keeps  all  "trapped”  eggs  under  lock 
and  key,  with  the  object  of  knowing  to  a  certainty 
that  the  eggs  he  ships  out  are  as  represented, 

A  few  words  about  Mr,  Ellison  himself*  He  has  had 
over  twenty  years  of  varied  experience  with  Standard- 
bred  poultry.  Since  1898  he  has  served,  year  after 
year,  as  a  poultry  judge.  He  has  long  been  a  member 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association  and  was  one  of 
the  first  to  be  granted  an  A.  P.  A,  license  as  a  "general 
judge1  —that  is,  a  license  which  endorses  his  ability, 


based  on  knowledge  and  experience,  to  pass  upon  the 
Standard  merit  of  all  breeds  of  poultry  that  are  illus¬ 
trated  and  described  in  the  American  Standard  of 
Perfection*  Was  one  of  the  official  judges  at  the 
Panama  Pacific  Exposition  Poultry  Show,  November 
18-25,  1915* 

For  five  to  seven  years  Mr*  Ellison  was  a  depart¬ 
ment  editor  of  several  poultry  journals  of  large  circu¬ 
lation,  and  during  1910-1911  he  was  an  instructor  of 
Poultry  Culture  at  the  University  of  Minnesota.  In 
1911  he  was  poultry  instructor  for  the  Minneapolis 
Y,  M.  C.  A*,  and  in  1912 
and  1913  served  in  this 
same  capacity  for  the 
Buffalo  Y*  M.  C.  A* 

Some  years  ago  Mr. 

Ellison  was  secretary 
of  the  American  Buff 
Wyandotte  Club  and 
later  he  filled  the  office 
of  vice-president  of  the 
Northwest  Branch  of 
the  American  Poultry 
Association*  At  an 
earlier  date  he  was 
manager  o.f  a  large 
practical  poultry  plant 
on  which  five  thousand 
layers  were  handled.  In 
other  words,  Mr,  Ellison 
has  had  the  experience  which  fully  qualifies  him  for  his 
present  position  of  responsibility. 

Best  of  all,  the  man  himself  IS  RIGHT,  He  is 
well  informed,  has  the  courage  of  his  convictions  and 
is  conscientious  in  all  he  does.

healthy -looking  heads,  well-arched  necks  and 
tails  carried  medium  low  and  well  spread . 

It  is  truly  remarkable,  the  number  of  eggs  that  a 
specially -bred  pul  let- hen  can  produce  during  the  twelve 
months  of  her  maximum  egg  yield — a  White  Leghorn, 
for  example.  In  more  than  five  hundred  known  cases 
we  have  had  Leghorn  hens  produce  intone  year  from 
seven  to  nine  times  their  own  weights,  respect¬ 
ively,  in  beautiful  white  eggs,  and  in  several  cases 
these  hens  have  laid  eggs  within  the  year  that  weighed 
more  than  ten  times  as  much  as  the  hen  herself, 

EARLY  As  regards  early  maturity,  this  is 

MATURITY  mainly  a  question  of  blood  lines  and 

correct  feeding.  Families  of  fowls  can  be 
bred  to  a  point  of  early  maturity  so  that  they 
will  round  out  earlier  as  broilers,  fryers  and 
roasting  chickens,  and  so  that  they  will  begin 
laying  three  to  six  weeks  earlier  than  the  average 
for  the  breed  or  variety.  Care  needs  to  be  ob¬ 
served  in  this  connection  to  prevent  a  decrease 
in  size  of  frame  and  to  avoid  debility  from  loss 
of  weight.  These  are  questions  of  real  vigor  and 
of  proper  feeding,  The  right  food  rations  will 
develop  frame  and  supply  the  excess  materials 
for  extra  meat  and  an  increased  egg  yield.  We 
have  established  these  facts  by  many  experi¬ 
ments,  and  so  have  our  customers. 


OUR  BASIS  Briefly  stated,  we  arrive  at  our  basis 
OF  VALUES  values  of  breeding  stock  as  follows, 

taking  the  S,  C,  White  Leghorns  as  an 
example:  For  selected  Leghorn  cockerels  that  are  bred 
from  hens  with  trap-nest  records  of  200  to  215  eggs  we 
ask  S6.00,  $10.00  and  $15.00  each.  The  egg-laying  pre¬ 
potency  of  these  males  is  substantially  the  same,  thus 
establishing  their  "utility  value;1'  but  there  is  another 
important  valuation  to  be  taken  into  account, viz,,  their 
Standard  qualities,  the  so-called  "beauty  points." 

Out  of  a  flock  of  100  cockerels,  produced  from  a 
mating  of  hens*  every  hen — for  example — having  a  trap- 
nest  record  of  200  to  215  eggs,  there  will  be  35  to  50 
birds  that  for  one  reason  or  another  should  be  sold  on 
the  daily  market  as  table  poultry*  They  are  not  the 
equals  of  their  mates  for  breeding  purposes - 

Of  the  specimens  reserved,  about  one-third  will  be 
of  unquestionable  value  as  breeding  males  to  head 
average  flocks  of  White  Leghorns  in  cases  where  it  is 
desired  to  increase  the  egg  yield  from  the  usual  125- 
150-per-hen  average  well  up  toward  the  200-per-hen 
mark ,  and  for  such  males  we  charge  $6.00  each. 

Another  third  of  the  number  of  birds  reserved 
will  be  better  individual  specimens  in  Standard 
points,  although  no  better  in  egg-yield  prepotency  or 
in  size  and  vigor,  and  for  this  selection  we  charge

By  keeping  a  trio  or  pen  separate  from  other  fowls 
of  the  same  variety  during  the  breeding  season  you 
can  raise  150  to  250  chicks  and  thus  in  one  season 
can  obtain  a  flock  of  egg-record  fowls  from  which  you 
can  mate  up  a  number  of  pens .
